TOE SILVER BILL. 


A Washington correspondent 
of 
the 


Omaha 
Bee, writing 
under data of 


March 18th, says: "The consideration of 
the silver bill is almost completed by the 
House Committee on Coinage, _ Weights 
and Measures. Daring the week it is the 
intention of tbe chairman to have a special 
meeting, when final action Trill be taken. 
There will probably be two or three amend-' 
ments.macle-to the bill, bat they are of 
minor importance. The Windom bill orig- 
inally provided for the coinage of $4,500,- 
000 per month, and gave the Secretary of 
tbe Treasury discretionary power to sus- 
pend coinage whenever he deemed it advis- 
able for tbe interests of the Government. 
The bill, as it will be reported to the House, 
probably on next Monday, will provide for 
practically unlimited free coinage. 
It will 


cot contain the section giving the Secre- 
tary power to suspend the purchase of 
bullion, bnt will provide that whenever, 
and as long as 371 % grains of pare silver 
are worth $1 in the open market the 
United States Mints of tbe country shall be 
open to free and unlimited coinage. 
Sen- 


ators Jones and Stewart of Nevada, Teller 
of Colorado, and other advocates of free 
coinage in the npper bracch of Congress, 
and Mr. Carter of Montana, who is the 
representative silver man of the House, 
Bay this measure will be entirely satisfac- 
tory to the silver interests. He believes 
that there is very little if any doubt of ihe 
ultimate adoption of tbe measnre by both 
houses of Congress within two or tbiee 
months. 
To-day 
your 
correspondent 


asked Mr. Lacey, the Comptroller of the 
Currency, nhen he expected legislation 
upon the subject of national bank circula- 
tion, and be replied: 'Not till after tbe 
Windom silver bill is disposed of and the 
necesiities of action relating to the dis- 
tressed condition of national banking are 
known. As soon as the Windom bill is 
adopted, and I am confident it will be 
adopted, the men who hesitate in voting 
for legislat'on for national banks will, I 
think, no longer hesitate the act. There is 
a delicacy npon the part of men represent- 
1 .2 HOTicil'urnl districts to vote for nalion- 
al bonk legislation before" they vote for 
something intended to give a larger volnme 
of currency which will not bo circulated 
through the banks. I do not think that 
there it any doubt that tbe bill giving 
banks 10 per cent more circulation upon 
their bonds deposited and reducing to 
$1,000 for each bank the amount of circu- 
lation which mast be issued, will be passed 
within ninety days, but of course in saying 
this I anticipate the final adoption of the 
free coinage bill before that time.' "

President Adam? States Hl» Views Be- 


fore the Hotisc Committee. 


President Adams of the Union Pacific 


appeared before the House Committee on 
Pacific Railroads last Monday morning and 
submitted to the committee printed reports 
of the arguments previously made by him, 
He then discussed the Frye bill, which he 
said placed tbe Union Pacific road and 
Central Pacific road on very different rela- 
tions to the Government. As a matter of 
principle, the Union Pacific conld make no 
objection to that course being pursued. 
The Central Pacific never had and never 
would have ths local trade which the Union 
Pacific 
possessed. Tbe 
question 
was 


whether the burden should be proportionate 
to the strength of tho two companies. He 
did not object to the general provisions of 
the Frye bill, nor insist that tho Union 
Pacific should be placed on equal terms 
with the Central Pacific; neither would he 


~ say that the terms imposed on the Central 


Pacific were too lenient. On the contrary 
he was obliged to saj that the provisions of 
the bill imposed as heavy a loss as the 
Centra] Pacific could bear. He did not 
think tho Union Pacific would be willing to 
take the property of the Central Pacific 
with a heavier-load than the Fryo bill im- 
posed npon it. The Frye bill was a good 
and fair bill in many respects, but there 
were a few material points in which he 
would like to see it modified. 


Mr. Adams thought the burden which 


the Frye bill imposed on the Union Pacific 
was too heavy. The railroads are operated 
not for fan or patriotism, but to make 
money. There was a legitimate and an 
illegitimate way of doing this. It was not 
to the interest of the Government or the 
people that Ihe Union Prcifio should ceasa 
from being a paying stock and become a 
Wa!i street stock. It was not to tbe inter- 
est of the Government or tbe Union Pacific 
that the company should be launched on a 
Toyage of fifty years, weighted down BO 
that those who navigated it must spend 
half their time clinging to the rigging. He 
felt compelled to say that,in his judgment, 
the Senate bill in its present form was not 
{or tbe advantage of the Government, the 
Union Pacific or the peopl». The farmers 
bad fallen it to the error of imposing upon 
~» milling debtor terms more onerous than 
the debtor could bear. 


Adams said tbe Frye bill was in the in- 


Urest of the States through which the 
Union Pacific passed, although the people 
of those Slates didn't sea it. They had 
an idea that anything which helped the 
railroad injured them. This was an errone- 
ous,idea. The company, in its desire to 
get liberty, was forced to tbe very limit of 
safety and at times be had hesitated 
whether it was worth the company's while 
to accept the provisions of the bill. 


McAnllffe-Cnrroll Glove Cdntest.

SAN FBANCISCO, March 21.—The pugilis- 


tic contest between Jack McAnliffe and 
Jimmie Carroll took place at the California 
Athletic Club to-night. The putbe offered 
by the club amounted to $3,000, ol which 
$500 was to go to the loser. In addition 
to this each principal had posted $5,000 on 
the fight, making a total sum which would 
fall into Ihs.hands of the winner of $12,- 
500. 
Carroll seleo'.ed Martin Murpbj and 


Flortie Barrett, and McAnliffe announced 
that Billy Madden and .Tack Dempaoy 
would bo in bis corner. Hiram Cook was 
selected as referee. 
Owing to rumors afloat 


yesterday that the contest wa« not to be 
genuine, President Falda last night in- 
formed Carroll and McAuliffe that if at any 
time daring the contest there was evidence 
of "faking," the fight would be slopped 
and the men thrown nut of the ring. 


Previous to the contest on effort was 


made to pass a resolution instructing the 
Board of Directors to arrange a match be- 
tween Joe McAuliffe and Peter Jackson, 
bnt the club decided to leave the matter in 
the hands of the Directors. It was nearly 
nine o'clock when the contestant, accom 
panied by their seconds, appearoJ in the 
ring. 
McAnliffe was the first to step over 


the ropea. Both pugilists were received 
with enthusiasm. The weights were an- 
nounced as follows: 
McAnliffj 131%, 


Carroll 135%. 


Time was called at 9.10 p. M 
First round—MoAuliffe opened with a 


rush, bat Carroll escaped by dodging. Mo- 
Auliffe reached 
Carroll'H neck 
several 


times with his right be fare the round 
closed. 


Second round—Carroll opened by a rush, 


and jabbed MoAnliffe's jaw several times. 
McAnhffs returned a hot right band blow 
in Carroll's ribs and followed it up with a 
swing on his neck. Carroll connteiel with 
a hard left on Mao's jaw, 


Third round—Mao led oat with his left 


catching Carroll under the chin. He re- 
peated this before Carroll had recovered 
from the first shock and n cl'nch followed. 
Carroll theu tried hard to catch his oppo- 
nent on a hard swing, but MoAuliffe dodged 


Fourth ronnd—MoAnliffe reached Car- 


roll's ear wi'.h his right and then gave him 
a vicious upper-cut with his left. Mo- 
Auliife made half a dozen terrific lunges, 
all of which Carroll escaped, until juit 
before the ronnd closed, when he received 
a sharp tap in the ribs. 


Fifth ronnd—McAnliffe aimed for Car- 


roll's jaw, but received a bard jab on the 
mouth, which sent him down on his knees. 
He rose at ouce and twveralrallies followed. 


Sixth round—McAnliffe bgain onaght 


Carroll on the }aw withahardright-haader. 
McAuliffe continued to play for his oppo- 
nent's wind, and reached there severs! 
times with marvelous rapidity. 


Seventh round—McAahffe continued the 


samo tactics and landed two more hari 
blows on Carroll's body. 


Eighth round—There was little done til 


near the close when there was a sharp rally 
in which the latter received considerable 
pounding. 


Ninth round—In this ronnd, in which 


Carroll brought a little blooi from McAu 
liffe's forhead, McAnliffe again rush&l the 
fighting. 


Tenth round—McAuliffe landed on Car 


roll's ribs several times, though the blows 
were not hard. 
McAnliffe had a narrow 


escape from a swinging tight-bander, which 
just grazed bis ear. 


Eleventh ronnd—McAuliffe op»ned the 


ronnd with a hard left-hander on Carroll's 
stomach, bnt received in return a terrific 
jab in the mouth. 


Twelfth ronnd—This was tho shorlesl 


ronnd so far. There was a hot rally, fol 
lowed by a clinch in which the men fel 
heavily to the floor, McAuliffe on top 
Carroll rose and some terrific slogging al 
olose quarters followed, but both men were 
very groggy. Carroll scored a clear knock 
down by landing on Mao.'a jaw. 


In the 13th round both men fought hare 


for a knockout, though very tired. Me 
Auliffe did most of the rushing. Just be- 
fore tbe roun 1 closed Carroll gave him a 
blow on the jaw which almost sent him to 
the floor. Carroll seemed to be fresher 
when the men came np for the llth ronnd. 
There was little done. 


Fifteenth—MoAuliffe again found Car- 


roll's wind hard. Just before the ronnd 
closed Carroll forced matters and caught 
MoAuliffe heavily in the wind and again 
on the jaw. The latter saved himself from 
further pnnishment by clinching. 


Little done in tbe IGth. 
The seventeenth opened with the honors 


about even 
Both men were evidently 


very tired. The man clinched in the eight- 
eenth and as they broke away Carroll np- 
per out McAnliffe viciously and thun gave 
him several right and left-zanders whioh 
staggered him perceptibly. 


In the nineteenth bnt little damage was 


done until jast at the close when Mac 
reached Carroll's ribs three times and each 
time received a sharp counter in the neck 
which staggered him.

She met while at the Austrian court a

Count Waldersee, who made her his wife 
and took her to his home in Berlin. Wai 
dersee's plans suited her, and although be 
is ranch older than she they have \>oikec 
harmoniously together. 
Under the oli 


Emperor \Yaldersee wai ndvancel from 
post to post, and filling eajh with honor 
he was marked by a groat number of peo 
pie as among the most likely of all th 
Emperor's favorites. He cultivated th 
attentions cf tho then coming Einpero 
Frederick and like a true courtier did no 
overlook the boy on whom some day nigh 
rest the crown. It was long ago known ti 
Berlmites that 'Waldersee's ambition stop 
ped at nothing short of succeeding to th 
high office on which Bismarck was sup 
posed to have a certain life tenure. 


The Countess Waldersee, she who wa 


the New York grocer's daughter, was non 
leas diplomatic in her efforts. 
She formec 


a strong f riendship for th« younger prince 
now the Emperor, and took good core t 
prepare the way against the day when th 
power would reel in this yonng man' 
hands. 


That day has unexpectedly cocao and th 


fruits of her friendship are becoming man: 
test. It is evident that Bismarck is lookin 
to tbe day when bo will be no longer nbl 
to handle the great and manifold affairs o 
State on which he has had so firm a gras 
since the formation of the empire. It ha 
long been plain that he should be succeei 
ed in the weightiest of these duties by hi 
son Herbert, who, now that he has give 
np most of his youthful follies, is develop 
ing into a mau of strength and power 
manifesting many of those 
remarkabl 


traits whioh has made his father so great 
This purpose of the elder Bismarck ran 
counter to Count Waldersee's ambition an 
is especially distasteful to the Countess.

escapades of Herbert Bismark, he made a 
enemy for life of tbe Conntesa Walderse 
by a sustained attack upon one of th 
Countess' most intimate friends, a youn 
married woman whom Count Herbert d 
clared he would hive for his mistress- de 
spite all her protestations and the existini 
marriage, at which, of coarse, the youn 
Count laughed.

do with him than was made absolutely neo 
essary by the official position which h 
held. The wily American woman has bee:

dislike into the mind of the Emperor 
though, of coarse, the conduct of the youn, 
Count in this particular matter is not tb 
basis for that feeling. 


When, therefore, it became evident tha 


the elder Bismark wished his son to tak 
a higher place in the Empire than he ha 
done, it satisfied the revenge and the ombi 
tion as well of the Conntesa Waldersee t 
thwart tbe elder Bismarck by preventing 
yonng Bismarck from coming to the fronl 
She paid off tho old score and promote 
tbe interest of her husband. The young

ate, and Messrs. McKinley, Bnrrow-i, Cim- 
non, Conger and Bingham, of the House, to: 
dine with him .informally, it 'being under- 
stood that matters of public policy were to 
be disoussed.during thfi evening. The din- 
the private dining room... After the menu 
ner was earlier than usual and was served in 
was half finished the President introduced 
the subject of the tariff, and asked how the 
Oommitee on Ways and Means were get- 
ting along with its bill. 


Mr. McKinley explained the situation 


while all of the gentlemen around the table, 
understanding the significance of the qnet- 
tio'n, gave him their attention. The Presi- 
dent then asked Mr, Aldrich and Mr. Alli- 
son what prospects the bill .would have in 
the Senate when it reached that body. 
They told him that they would 'be able to 
pass it in good order, provided, it con- 
formed to the policy represented by the 
bill reported and passed by them at the last 
session. 


The President then expressed himself 


very warmly upon the anbjeot of the tariff, 
explaining that in his opinion the interest 
of the country demanded that there should 
be a reduction of the revenue, particularly 
on articles oJ food and the necessities of 
life. There was a good deal of feeling ex- 
pressed,, particularly in the Northwest, 
against maintaining a tariff that had' been 
imposed during the war. .The Eepubliean 
party wag pledged to rednce-the revenues 
and duties had better be cut down, even if 
the Government was compelled ".To econo- 
mize in order to make both ends meet.

and the President asked Mr. *Conger, 
Chairman of the House Oornmittee.;on C.oin-;

Any measure, he said, was remarkable that 
could secure the approval o£ Mr. Hoirill 
and himself, but the \7indora bill was not 
so popular.
